GULF STRIKE 

(Avaion Hill. >30) is a one or two-piayer strategy gaie 
simulating a hypothetical operational scenario pitting the USSR 
and Ira* against Iran, supported by the US, Britain. France, 
Kuwait. Saudi Arabia and the Gulf States. The gaie lasts 25 
turns, and will end as soon as the USSR player captures 9 :t the 



21 victory point spaces. The turns are divided into 3 Phases: 
Surface movement; Sir loveient and combat; and Surface combat. 
The first tern or so light take Players at hoar or tore to 
complete. Bat after a feu tarns, the tiie required drops 
draiatically to as little as ? or 8 linates for the last tarns. 

The iap is very large, smoothly scrolling across lore than 
24 screens, containing 17 different types of terrain features. 
One type of terrain seeis to have no purpose in the gaie -- 
seaports. The playing area covers geography containing lore 
than 100.000 ki sq , divided into a 55xi5 grid of spaces. Iran, 
Kuwait, Bahrein, Qatar, and parts of the USSR, Iraq, Saudi 
Arabia, and the United Arab Eiirates are portrayed on the 
screen. The players control units differentiated along over 30 
types, all with varying characteristics. 

The screen is divided into 3 windows. The top contains one 
screen of the up -- an area of Si IS spaces. Below that is a 
grapics window in which bp to 19 of the units in a stack are 
shown, along with the terrain under the stack. A player lay 
only perfori operations on these 19 onits in a stack. All other 
units in the stack are off-screen. You light find it advisable 
to keep stacks below t fa is 19 unit lint for maximum flexibility. 

At the bottoi is a 5-line text window displaying unit 
characteristics and status of the unit selected. A unit is 
selected by placing the cursor over a stack on the map; then 
over the unit syiboi in the graphics window below the iap. Then 
a combination of joystick directions and button pushes permits 
the player to select frci aiong 6 attack or defense formations, 
and to move the onit. An entire stack lay also be toted, on less 
there is a naval unit in the space. A naval unit must be moved 
individually (why?), and no stack lay love until all naval units 
are first moved oat 

Air combat occurs when you send a strike of one or more 
aircraft to a space containing an enemy stack. The strike might 
be intercepted if the enemy has aircraft assigned to intercept, 
and the range and radar permit. The success of radar seems to 
be somewhat random. 

Surface combat occurs between adjacent stacks of enemy 
units If a unit is adjacent to more tban one enemy stacks, it 
attacks the unit with the lowest space mmber. Daring coibat 
the map is scanned across tbe screen from the upper left corner. 
If you can position your units above and to tbe left of eaemy 
'stacks, you will have an advantage by attacking first. Conbat 
results include only loss of hit points and elimination. Air 
strikes may only reduce a target to 1 hit point, bat naval 
bombardment may eliminate units. 

All player input is by joystick, except for pushing the 

Start key at the end of each phase. The large, multicolor map 

is a wonder, coming close to tbe standard set by Chris Crawford 

in his games, although the colors are a bit drab. The 

programming seems very sophisticated, permitting wide player 

flexibility without getting in the way of play. The only 

indication of a failure by the programmer is the need to hold 

down the Option key for 40 seconds or so while the program loads 

on an XL machine. A poke could have taken care of this without 

icking the player guess how long the key must be held down. I 
1 c ok forward to seeing this game system developed in future 

scenarios. Meanwhile. Golf Strike will give you several 

hard-fsught Play-throngas solitaire Yoa might never run oat of 

combinations of gaie strategies in tbe two player game.

Your country is a aodem indastria J ixed nation in the 
depths of a world-wide depression, industry is at a standstill. 
Agriculture is suffering. The population is falling. Other 
countries in siiiiar straits threaten Military action against 
their neighbors to divert popular attention froi their 
difficulties. 

Your people call open yon to lead the country in these 
difficnlt tines. Your task, should yon accept, will be to bring 
your country oat of depression and into prosperity. Things are 
likely to get worse before they get better, even after yoe take 
the "hell of State". Yon will have to lake hard decisions, soie 
of which lay continue to reduce the population of yonr cosntry. 
You lay have to sell soie of your country's territory. And that 
land lay contain 5 one of yonr country's lineral or industrial 
wealth. 

While yon are leading yoor country, yon are also in charge 
of the State Cnrrency Trading coipany. In the short ma. yon 
light decide to use proceeds from the sale of yoor country's 
cnrrency holdings in order to prop up the national budget. But 
ultiiatelv your standing will depend upon the value of the 
foreign currency holdings yon will accniulate. Your people want 
a prosperous econciy and sound lilitary defense. Bat their 
highest national goals are involved with the prestige associated 
with being the best cnrrency traders is the world. You will 
begin the 9aie with * 7 0 00 worth of trading currency. 

Only cash froi land sales lay be used in a current turn's 
budget. Land sales (or even land lost in war or by disaster) 
eay include factories and lines. Cash in the treasury lay also 
be used to bsy currency, or yon lay save it for use next turn. 

You lay apportion cash froi the treasury to the following 
budget iteis: Agricultural lachinery, lilitary supplies, 
ninerai exploration and supplies, industrial plant, 
continuations, transportation, and utilities. You 105 1 budget 
cash to personal consuiption, also. If you do not budget at 
least 51 each, your population will sorely decrease. Your 
people will not stand still for too luch austerity. 

You aay assign people to work in the saie categories, or to 
be conscripted into the lilitary. You will probably find it 
lost efficient to put only 2V5* of yonr budget and population 
to work in each of Agriculture, Couunications, Transportation 
and Utilities. A lot of people and icney in industry or lining 
will gain you new production sites, but incoie light be 
disappointing. You must spend a li&iiui for industry and lining 
to keep sites froi falling out of production for lack of 
laintenance. The higher the price of land, the lore incoie you 
can expect froi agriculture. 

Cash froi currency sales lay be used to finance currency 
transactions in the saie turn. But any balance of cash is added 
to the Treasury, which can be spent the following turn. You lay 
buy and sell as iany units of currency as yon desire, provided 
you have enough cash in the treasury, or enough currency to 
sell. No "Short" sales are allowed. If you buy lore than 500 
units of any currency, or sell lore than (500 worth of any 



currency, you will find the larket is distorted by the effect on 
supply and deiand. You will receive less than larket price on 
sales, and will receive fewer units (paying higher than larket 
price) on purchases. Soiewhere between 25, 000-26, 009 units (on 
buys), and $25,000-126,000 (on sales) ycu will see your trading 
perforiance deteriorate when coipared to lower levels. The bell 
curve peaks at that level. Each turn, your player report will 
show how iuch cash is received for each sale, and how iany units 
were purchased for each buy order. 

You lay attack only one player per turn. Your lilitary 
strength is a function of equipient, len, land, and the strength 
of your econoiy. 

You lost perfori according to the standard acceptable to 
your people. They lay revolt and replace you (ending your rule) 
if population falls below 500 or territory falls below 100.
